sible against future wars coolness and care wiil be necessary. 
Everybody wants peace now and it would be possible lo patch 
up a peace that would not be enduring. Against anything of 
this sort all hands should stand rigidly on guard, and it is to 
be believed they can be trusted lo do this. 


Lloyd George is a flrnibeliever in a league of nations. 
He 


does not say that such a league could prevent war in all cases, 
but it would add lo (he difficulties, of making war. "Huge 
armies," lie said, "which tempi rulers lo war, must, not-be 
allowed to continue." - • 
• 


These words show the British Premier lo be in close sym- 


pathy with Ihe movement.for a league of nations, which is 
under such strong.headway in (he United Slates, with ex- 
President Tafl at its head,-and there is little room for doubt 
that such a league will be formed; perhaps not at Ihe Peace 
Conference, which will have so many other weighly mailers 
lo attend to, but in Ihe near'future. The world has had enough 
of war for Ihe present and should fail to lake no step thai 
promises imuniiy from such horrors in the years to co'me. 


The Peace Conference, like.the war which if.follows, will 


be the greatest of its kind ni the history of Ihe world. It is 
therefore to be hoped that no delegate will go to the table with 
"war 
in his heart," but that all will be ready for harmonious 


endeavor in Ihe direction of a just settlement of the issues of 
(he war jusl closed, and united effort to pave the way for a 
peace that shall be enduring and as'wide as the world.
